Two  KouiIm 

I here  arc  two  roads  facing  Labor  in  Can- 
ada now,,  and  the  decision  to  follow  one  or 
the  other  must  he  evidenced  soon.  One  road 
concerns  (he  furthering  of  this  nation  s re- 
covery. a firm  stand  agjinst  inflation,  the  in- 
crease of  production  by  co-operation,  and  pa- 
tience to  work  out  the  strains  and  stresses  of 
the  postwar  period  of  readjustment.  ' I he 
other  road  leads  in  the  opposite  direction  at 
almost  every  p-'int  It  is  the  way  of  fo- 
mented-strikes,  inflationary  swings,  slow- 
downs. intolerance  and  the  disruption  of  this 
nation-!  business  at  home  and  abroad.  Signs 
are  not  wanting  that  Canadian  Labor  recog- 
nizes that  it  is  at  the  crossroads,  and  also  tl\at 
k will  throw  in  its  lot  with  this  nation  and 
not  against  it. 

The  process  by  which  known  Communists' 
are  being  weeded  out  of  union  offices  has 
commenced.  I he  Commies.’  as  they  are 
known  in  the  rank  and  file  of  ihe  unions,  are 
marked  men.  Where  they  have  won  to 
power  and  influence  within  the  unions  they 
are  being  edged  out.  slowly  ‘but  surely  for  all 
of  that.  Not  many  Canadian  workers  arc 
ready  to  march  behind  any  kind  of  a Com- 
munist banner,  either,  in  the  ranks  of  the 
Cominform  or  w'lth  its  pink  Canidian  affili- 
ates. What  is  being  seriously  challenged  by 
the  workers  themselves  is  direction  in  those 
unions  which  have  led  them  consistently  into 
trouble.  I hcy  have  begun  to  ask  why,  and 
they  arc  discovering  some  of  the  answers. 

While  one  such  searching  out  may  come 
lo  public  attention  through  an  open  clash  in 
umon.offitcs  or  on  the  street,  dozens  are  going 
on  all  over  the  country.  If  it  means  what 
many  think  that  it  does  this  is  a healthy 
sign,  part  of  the  process  by  which  reputable 
and  steady  unions  will  take  back  the  custody 
of  their  own  affairs  and  bid  the  "Commies” 
good-bye.  Certainly  no  policy  of  sabotaging 
Canadian  recovery  in  the  interests  of  the 
Cominform  can  appeal  for  long  to^ndepend- 
ent  Canadian  minds.  Also,  inflation’s  other 
face  is  beginning  to  l?e  better  known,  and 
tint,  of  course,  is  penury  for  all.  On  both 
counts,  co-operation  is  likely  to  be  the  new 
order  of  the  day. 

RfltUoitifig  Ends 

Six  ration  books,  and  a good  deal  of  red 
tape  which  lime  h'as  superseded,  went  into 
the  discard  this  Week  when  coupon  rationing 
of  sugar  was  removed  at  Ottawa.  Canada 
used  the  system  lo  good  effect  during  the  war, 
but  retained  it  beyond  its  apparent  need  in 
the  postwar  period.  For  a good  while  now 
there  has  bt\n  no  visible  shortage  of  sugar. 

1 he  success  ol  rationing  depended  upon  the 
loyal  subscription  of  the  public,  and  on  that 
score  the  Dominion  has  small  ground  tb  com- 
plain. Canadians  from  coast  iq  coast  ac- 
cepted the  system  with  its  shortcomings,  and 
made  it  work. 

They  went  further  tiiap  that.  When  ba- 
con was  in  short  supply  to  fill  the  need  of 
the  United  Kingdom'.  Canadian  households 
voluntarily  stopped  buying  it.  a device  that 
became  far  more  effective  than  rationing  it- 
sllf.  Similarly,  in  many  communities  meat 
and  other  coupons  were  turned  in  unused  so 
that  larger  stocks  of  Canadian  provisions 
could  be  sent  Co  Great  Britain  in  the  crucial 
years  of  the  war.  Looking  back  over  the  | 
eflort.  rationing  was  a success  in  Canada;  in  | 
spite  of  some  false  starts  and  a good  deal  of 
unnecessary  exhortation  to  a willing  people.

th.u  motorists  in  the  Mainland  city  were  the 
worst  in  North  America,  he  said.  There  is 
an  all  too  familiar  ring  about  that  accusation^ 

It  has  become  a commonplace  in  Victoria 
to  hear  both  visiting  and  resident  car  drivers 
Complaining  over,  the  indifference  of  many 
loial  rtfotnrists. 

A reputation  for  poor  driving  is  not  one 
that  helps  the  growth  and  progress  of  any 
community.  Respecting  this  city  the  charge 
unforiunatcly  is  too  valid  for  complacency. 
Not  a few  motorists  meander  around  town  as 
though  die  city  streets  belonged  to  them- 
selves alone,  with  complete  disregard  for 
other  drivers.  Mostly  it  must  be  sheer  care- 
lessness. for  Victorians  could  be  no  less 
efficient  at  the  wheel  than  motorists  of  other 
cities  if  they  put  their  minds  to  it.  That  is 
where  the  rub  come<  in:  many  of  them  quite 
obviously  do  not. 

This  is  no  quiet  village,  but  a growing 
metropolis  that  demands  propef'attcntion  to 
traffic  rules  if  accidents  and  traffic  jams  are 
to  be  avoided.  Drivers  who  are  unwilling 
to  recognize  this  would  do  better  to  leave 
^ their'  cars  In  the  garage  and  move  on  foot. 
Faults  such  as  "hogging  the  right  of  way 


pathize  with  Mr.  Konstantinc  Simonov 
in  his  predicament.  Royalties  arc^  the 
bread  and  butter  of  writers  everywhere, 
and  even  a popular  Russian  author  who  hews 
strictly  to  the  path  of  ideological  virtue  could 
be  excused  if  he  yiewed  their  cession  with 
concern.  Particularly  when  thill  comes  about 
through  being  highly  honored  by  the  stale. 
Judging  by  his  own  writings,  to  be  honored 
"by  the  Soviet  State  is  the  estimable  ambition 
of  most  Russian  citizens,  although  in  this 
case  he  might  be  disposed  to  regard  it  with 
mixed  feelings. 

According  to  a news  report.  Mr.  Simonov 
has  become  so  successful,  and  his  royalties  so 
| large,  that  the  state  has  decided  to  be  his 
banker.  All  he  has  to  do  in  future  when  he 
wants  money  is  to  draw  a cheque  against  the 
Soviet  Union  This  is  a distinctly  high 
privilege,  available  hitherto  only  to  Premier 
Stalin  and  his  close  political  colleagues.  The 
only  catch  is  that  Mr.  Simonov  must  give  up 
his  personal  hank  account,  and  explain  the 
reason  for  each  cheque  he  draws  tyi  the  jtate, 
If  his  reaction  to  this  doubtful  honor  seems 
revealing-  he  immediately  stopped  building 
a new  home—  it  is  also  understandable.  From 
being  a rich  man  he  has.  in  the  name  of  the 
state  he  serves  dutifully,  become  to  all  intents 
and  purposes  a poor  one. 

I he  Soviet  oligarchy  has  most  ingenuous 
methods  of  curbing  the  success  of  its  citizens 
who  become  rctf>  prominent.  That  much 
must  be  admitted.  Mr  Simonov  is  one  of 
Russia’s  most  brilliant  young  writers.  His 
"Days  and  Nights."  a novel  of  the  defence  of 
Stalingrjd  with  only  subtle  emphasis  on  cur- 
rent Soviet  modes  and  manners,  is  one  of  the 
most  noted  works  of  fiction  dealing  with  the 
World  War  yet  produced.  His  anti- American 
play.  "The  Russian  Question."  is  being 
shown  to  packed  houses  throughout  the 
Soviet  Union.  I hat.  whatever  the  theme,  is 
apparently  his  undoing,  loo  much  success 
is  obviously  a dangerous  accomplishment  on 
the  part  of  a patriotic  Russian.

How  close  the  Germans  came  to  solving 
the  secrets  of  nuclear  fission  and  applying 
them  to  the  making  of  atomic  bombs  is  be- 
ginning to  appear  now.  upon  the  examina 
tion  of  the  records  captured  in  Lurope  and 
the  stories  of  scientists  and  others  examined 
since  the  war  on  the  Allied  side.  The  de- 
struction of  a heavy-water  plant  on  the. Con- 
tinent. the  over-confident  Nazi  belief  that 
they  would  win  anyway,  and  the  too-littlc 
and  too-laie  response  with  which  the  Car- 
man ministry  in  charge  of  production  treated 
the  experiments  denied  I litler  the  results  with 
which  he  once  threatened  to  Mow  up  the 
world.  In  1942.  as  the  facts  appear  now, 
it  was  a near  thing.  Scientists  working 
under  Nazi  direction  -were  on  the  right  track 
and  had  traveled  part  of  the  distance  which 
Allied  researches  completed.  Indeed,  some 
parts  of  that  journey  were  accomplished  first 
by  the  Germans.  It  was  the  Allies,  how- 
ever. who  persisted  and  pushed  their  experi- 
ments through.  1 here  may  be  some  people 
who  wish  they  had  never  done  so.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  atomic  bomb  in  Nazi  hands 
would  not  be  comforting  to  contemplate 
cither  in  194  2 or  since  then. 

George  Sangwlcr 

1 he  passing  of  Mr.  George  Sangstcr.  a 
former  member  of  early  City  Councils  in  . 
Victoria  and  for  long  iilvntificd  wuh  the 
British  Columbia  Agricultural  Association, 
this  week  removed  a well-known  figure  in 
the  Community.

Mr.  Sangstcr  came  to  Vancouver  Island  in 
187  2.  and  was  a popular  member  of  the 
Saanich  Pioneer  Society.  In  a long  and  ac- 
tive career  he  made  hi*  own  contribution  to 
the  life  and  progress  of  the  community,  nota- 
bly in  connection  with  his  services  to  the  de- 
velopment of  livestock  breeding  and  farming 
on  Vancouver  Island.  Retiring  some  time 
ago  from  active  participation  in  public  life, 
Mr.  Sangstcr  lived  quietly  at  his  home  on 
Mills  Road.  Patricia  Bay,  where  his  death 
was  arnrotmeed  on  Sunday.
